2. In preparation of the response to the Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonprovisional 
Application dated May 2, 2001, requesting us to furnish a properly signed oath or declaration in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.136(a) I personally completed the following: 

a) On March 13, 2001 1 mailed a final draft of the above-identified application along 
with a declaration to Dr. Ristic and requested him to forward the declaration to Dr. Bhadula and 
Dr. Yang for their signatures. (Exhibit 1) 

b) On March 14, 2001, 1 received a telephone call from Dr. Ristic stating that Dr. Yang 
was not at the University of South Dakota, and the last he knew, was in Canada, but it had been 
some time ago. See notes of phone call. (Exhibit 2) 

c) On May 22, 2001 1 called the University of South Dakota and asked for Dr. Yang. 
There was no one by that name listed on their directory. I was forwarded to the Biology 
Department and was put through to Dr. Ristic, who again reiterated that Dr. Yang had left for the 
University of Guelph approximately 7 years ago. He had not heard from him since. See notes of 

phone calls. (Exhibit 3) 

d) I contacted Debra Blair, Patent Attorney at Pioneer Hi-Bred to let her know that we 
have been unable to locate Dr. Yang. On May 22, 2001, she sent an e-mail to Heidi stating she had 
made numerous attempts to locate an address or phone number for Dr. Genping Yang. She was in 
contact with Dr. Engstrom who is Pioneer's contractual contact, who transferred her to Gloria in 
Accounting; who recommended she call personnel; who recommended she call Financial Aid; who 
recommended she call the Registrar's Office. After numerous other calls, she still has no current 
information as to Dr. Yang's whereabouts.

Dakota, his last known place of employment. The parcel was returned marked "Return to Sender,
